by English officials. His own want of self-respect 
makes him a little too willing to flatter English offcials, and flattery is a 
draught so inebriating, that it turns the head of the man to whom it is admi- 
nistered. Not only the middle class people among the Hindus, who depend 
upon official favour for their bread, but also the rich among them, who can 
dispense with that favour, indulge in the most ebject flattery of the English 
officials. There are few native Government servants so independent as the 
late Pandit Isvar Chandra Vidyasagar or Babu Bhudev Mukharji. If there 
had been more natives of that type in the Government service, the officials could 
not have dared to insult the people of this country so often and so light- 
heartedly. If the educated natives, again, had shown less hankering for service 


om) 


and a greater inclination to follow independent professions, they would have 


been treated with more respect. He whocrouches willingly at another’s feet, 
must be prepared for kicks. 

Everybody must have observed that Musalmans are treated by the officials 
with more respect and consideration than Hindus. This is due not solely to 
political exigencies, but also to the strong unity that exists among the former. 
When a Musalman is insulted, his co-religionist does not, like the Hindu, look 
idly on, grieving ineffectually, but rushes boldly forward to his revenge. To 
suffer oppression is the destined lot of the meek and the gentle. _ 

It is not indeed in the power of the Hindu to bring about a change in the 
Government’s policy of supporting the Civilians, but it is certainly in his power 
to change his own disposition. ‘lhe Hindu can, if he chooses, refuse to flatter 
English officials and become as united a people as the Musalmans, Until the 
Hindus proceed to strengthen themselves in this way, they will continue to 
be insulted as at present.
